A Pre- Hollday Reminder

We have entered the Advent¥!

season consisting of the four
Sundays preceding Christmas,
Again the Christian Church wit-
nesses to its faith that Christ
has, come in the flesh to this
world. Christians believe that
Christ came in the fulfillment
of prophecy and in the fullness
of time, When all things were
ready, at the time when the
world'y expectation, need and
preparation were at the zero
hour, “God sent forth His Son."

At that moment John the Bap-
tist appeared on the scene
heralding ‘the approach of the
Deliverer..for_shom  his_people
had been waiting and longing
down through the centuries.
Like one of the flaming pro-
phets®of old, in' whose line he
indeed stood, he cried, “Repent
ye: for the kingdom of God is
at hand. For this is he that was
spoken of by - the prophet
Esaias, saying, The voice of one
crying in the wildérness, Pre-
pare ye the way of the Lord,
make his paths straight.” Men
heeded the cry of the austere
wilderness preacher for we are
told that multitudes from the
highest to the lowest ranks of
society flocked to him out of
Jerusalem and the entire coun-
tryside. Instead of being offend-
ed at his sharp, denunciation of
their sins, great numbers of
them were baptized and confess-
ed their sins.

One day Jesus of Nazareth ap-
peared in the company of those
who had come to hear John
preach. Such was his spiritual
insight that he recognized Jesus
ag the Deliverer for whom his
people had been so long  wait-
ing and he proclaimed: “Behold
the Lamb of God, which taketh
away the sin of the world.”

Like the prophet Isaiah before
him, John declared that the way
must be prepared for the com.
ing Messiah as he appxopuatcd
Isaiah’s words; " “Every valley
shall -be filled, and every moun-
tain and hill shall be brought
low; and the crooked shall be
made straight, and the rough
ways made smooth.”
